Why They Oppose tho MIsMonarleH.-JIauy of 
Them Xiruoriuit and Superstltloug. 

CuicAno, Jan- .3.— Chu Yu Ling, a high- 
oasto young Chinaman who has be. n attend- 
ing schord in Paris, is at tho Richelieu, on 
i.is way home to China. He expects to de- 
vnto a couple of weeks to tho coast cities. 
•It 13 a mistake to suppose tliat China M'ill 
be represented at the world's fair by an 
olhcial exhibit," said Chu Yu Ling. "The 
Cliincse government did not, and will not, 
reply to the invitation to tako part in tho 
exposition. You pass laws forbidding our 
people to land on American soil, and you 
can scarcely expect ua to lend our aid for 
yourgloriScatioii. A syndicate of Chinese 
merchants, aided by French capital, will 
havo an cx'iibit of Chinese products 
and manufucturera at the fair, if space can 
be obtained, and it is to obtain informa- 
tion on that point that I am hero. 

"The Chinese dislike of foreigners is born 
of exporienoa. Time and acain foreigners 
havo been well received in Cllina, only to 
repay their benefactors with, 'treachery 
avarice and greed, ntterly.regUrdless of the 
people wlio.se Riiests . they were. Experi- 
enocs of this kind have ■ inatla- tho Chinese 
think all foreigners to bo enemies, and in 
too many instances this opinion has been 
vonfiod by acts. The missionaries in China 
aro a hindrance to the progress of Western 
thought and the adoption of Western cus- 
toms. .Some of tho missionaries assume an 
air of superiority— mental, moral, religious 
and every other way— over our people that 
amuses intelligent, educated Chinamen, but 
very much angers the ignorant. We havo 
our own religion. Were a Chinese mission- 
ary to come to America, and among the 
Ignorant, supers'i ious Christians, preach 
*ermonsin whioh he ridictileil, sneered and 
blasphemed at your Cod, at .Xenis Christ 
and all forms of your religion and civilizu- 
tion, I can fancy he would occasionally meet 
rough treatment from the pcnpln whoso faith 
he was publicly outrdqing. Western inllu- 
cnoe in pbina, would be benefitted by the 
withdrawal of the,ihis8ionaries."

"Tho impression is steadily grawiog that 
the foreign Powers will be aatisfied with tho 
indeinnilii ation of the sufTfrors by the recent 
riots and tho punishtiieiit of the ringleaders 
and a few of the most culpable otliclnls.

Mass Meeting of Prida of the West and Fern- 
wood Lodjres, and Its E^snlt. 

Whether or not any but white men, of 
from eighteen to fifty years of age, shall be 
admitted to membership in the Canadian 
Order of Oddfellows, Manchester Unity, was 
the subject of debate atFernwood hall, last 
evening. 

'I ho meeting, called as a mass meeting, 
and attended by members of the four local 
lodges— Dauntless, Waverley, Pride of the 
West and Fcrnwnod— was the result of a 
proposition to establish a colored lodge of 
the order in this cily. Though the four 
lodges were represented, only Pride of tho 
West and Fernwood voted, l;jO strong, so 
the result of the vole finally taken cm bo 
accepted only as expres-ing their views. 

'I'he constitution of the old Manchester 
Unity contiiins no reference to color; 
tho Canadian Order have inserted' 
the word "while" in leferring to jjersons 
eligible for membership. 'I'ho debate 
was, therefore, whether 0.- not the 
loilgcs here would stistiin, or rather 
bo guided by the limitation of the 
f)ominiiiii oiganizers. Mr. Otlaway and 
several^ntheis held that they slmuld ; Mr. 
G. J. Coidt and one or two niuro argued 
contra. The vote was l.'iO to .'j, in favor of 
ret.iinmg the words " while men." 

Lending up to last evening'.-; meeting, it 
is Stan d ihal a colored man recently ap- 
plii'd for iidmissioii to the lo'Ign at K'cjui- 
malt, and, by a majoriiy of five, the lodiic 
expressed itself in favor of liia admission. 
Rut ir, was feared thai tori great latitude 
would bi- allowed by Iho cmsure of the 
word "white" from tho constitution, as 
Chinamen, or, in fact, anyone, would then 
j' coiiie entitled to apply for admisEion to 
tho order. 



A liti^le before midnight, last night, a 
schooner-rigged vessel bore round the const 
into Ksf|uimalt harbor, her whistle pouring 
forth notes of gladness ot her arrival in 
what will, in future, be her,, home. Built 
liko a racer, with her two '•'raking masts, 
IiuU and smokestack painted in tho regula- 
tion navy colors, she ran round under the 
blufi's, oir tho dry dock, and dropped 
anchor. It was tho now Governmout 
steamer Quadra, that left Scotland on tho 
17th of October, for this port. 

Imme'ditttely on her arrival, the following 
particulars of her trip were obtained : She 
left Greonook, Lumb L;ish 15 ly, on the 
Firth ofiOlyde, on the 17th of October, and 
made her way down the channel, thioug 
the R.iy of Risciiy. This latter place, true 
to Its reputation, tested tho little 
steamer to the utmost, and for 
five days the olemects seemed to 
be doing their utmost to wreak their von 
geance on her. Rub the storm was wea- 
thered well, und she proceeded on her way 
unharmed, ninkingSt. Vincent, in the Capo 
Verde Islands, after a quick and pleasunt 
run. here she coaled and immediately 
proceeded aernss till she reached the Straits 
of Magellan, through which sho proceeded 
slowly After coaling at I.oata, she 
reaelud northern Chili, at two of the 
smaller ports of which she made a short 
stay. Proceeding up the coast, it was 
lound that she was running too light, and it 
was decided to run into San Francisco for 
coal and ballast. This was done, and she 
loft that port in ballast of stone and coal 
for Victoria. 

The Quadra's average speed throughou 
the trip was nine knots, though 
her highest runs reached twelv 
W ith the exception of one or two 
days her sails were not called into rcouisi 
tion, and olli,;ers and men all declare that 
she 13 one of the finest little vessels ever 
launched. Xever once, they say, during 
the whole run, did sho cause the leist un- 
easiness, running out all rough weather in 
an admirable manner. Her engines worked 
perfectly throughout the trip, and were 
never stopped except in port. There was 
not a hot.beuring the whole time. 

She wai hunched on the 23rd of July by 
Miss Buchnrinn, ofGlasg .w, and was named 
by order of jtlB, Dominion Government after 
Captain Qoodra. ^ The crew was shipped at 
Greenoolt^h4!Mmbpr2Gall told. The fol- 
lowuiB is a-iist of the officers who accom- 
panied her'out :

I deem it my duty to bring tliis report bo- 
!j fore, you, because it is a gross raisrepresen- 

■ tation of tho proceedings ot tlie Commission. 
The imperfections of this report convey an 
impression so cntirely contrary in many in- 
stances to wliat transpired tliut it goes be- 
yond the scope of a more inacouruto report, 
(.'omiiirioj,'' it with tiio ofiioial report of the 
picceeding.'?, wlilch is tho autlieutic report, 
only ono concluaion cun lemain in tlie. mini! 
of any peraou. Upon the face of it, it shows 
clearly and distinctly that tlio evidence 
luis simply Ijecn taken and written up for 
tlie occuaion, in fact, cooked to order, anil 
(listortcil to suit the aims and ends, for 
what, purpose I kno>v not, of the paper in 
which it appears. It would take a long 
Lime, and 1 have not yet had the oppor- 
tunity, to analyze the whole of the report, 
but ilic two 01- three instiinces I have 
picked out aie s-uliicicnt. I have had llie 
portions 1 refer to picUed out and laid side 
hy .side with the same portions of the of- 
ficial rejiort, iu prim. They are in parallel 
lines. 

Mr. Taylor : I'cfore he goes uny further, 
an<l lc:i.ving out altogether the matter of the 
iiewspiiper report, I would like to know 
how my learucd friend has managed to ob- 
tiin the shorthand reporter's notes and 
have them priuted, when I, who have 
aoL-eii several limes for a tj'peu rilten tran- 
script <iC t!u)jc notes, only reeeived il ten 
minutes ago V II seema In me that both 
sides sliouUl bo treated alike io this matter. 
Mr. Davie must have had a transcript of 
the notes some time ago. 

Mr. Davie : If my friend had done aa I 
»li(l — waited up till twelve o'clock, last 
jiiglit, simply for tlie purpose of having it 
here this morning, he luiglit have got it, 
too. He had pn-eiaely the saniu opportuni- 
ty as I had. In the commencement of the 
proceedings, according to this report, your 
. Lordship is reported as saying : 

• I am an old newspnper'm m myself, f?oatIe- 
men, and 1 wo.s ahlu to Rather the cuntents of 
the roijorr referred to by a L'lauce down ih-i 
coIumnB. I must cont'tsi thai I was suriirised 
to find that in such a short time as was al his 
distosal. the reporter waj able to i^'ivn what 
soonietl to bo so aceunilo niid coniijlete a re- 
view of the proceediUKS. From a e^iHual ^^bmce 
I must say 1 thouKlitit uxiremuly ajcunao.' 

The whole conversation referring to me, 
UH well as to your Lonlship, at tlio begin- 
ning of the proceedings, is a gross inaccu- 
racy in three respects. First, because I 
never said what was attributed to me ; sec- 
ond, because your Lordship never said that 
the report was a correct one ; and third, be- 
cause I was not on oath at tho time I made 
those statements. I will now read the two 
reports side by side. 

As your Lordship will know you ex- 
pressly limited yourself to the copies. The 
effect of uU this niisrepreseutation infers 
cunningly, that I. went iito tho witness box 
And uttered a deliberate falsehood ; . infer- 
ring also that your , Lordship substantiated 
tbeir statement and proved by what you 
said that I had told an untrutli. All that 
I have spoken of is simply at the outset of 
the report. These u.<ciructs that I have 
read are only three e.'camplcs. 

■ After an iiilerpoliition by His Lordship 
to the effect that he noticed a sli<:jit error 
ia a word iu the odioial reporter's iiolct- as 
to snnii'thing he liiul said on a previous oc- 
.;;iHion, Mr. l).ivie went on : 

I may say with regard to I his matter, 
.HO thoroughly did 1 liuoH'tlmt th'i (.\)I.OMST 
report v/as ccoUed up to order and deliber- 
.•ileh" tamperdl with tliul I at 
ou'.'c wrote lo Mr. I'lllis as soon 
as tlie leport a])])eiired, before 
tliey had liail a cluiuen to 
(Icstioy the (ulgiiial maniisuript. 1 asked 
him to let nie have lirnl, the original manu- 
.script f.f the reporter's notes, second, the 
inauu>cripl as sent to the printer, and third, 
the oii;.'inal proof sheets. I have he;ird 
nothing ■>ince. If thac was not mi inteu- 
ticjnally and willully cooked report, I would 
like to .see thos'! docuuiaots. 

His Lordship then said that he had 
• -glanced over the lirst report that ap|r arcd, 
and bad spoken of tho piiper simjdy lo ex- 
cuse himself for bringing in the point tlial 
tlic oliicial rejiorti r had stated according to 
the report in t!i, pajier tliat he could not 
properly follow the evidence of August 
Muy.) When ho 8aidthat,hethoughtthatic 
was only right that the matter shonld bo 
fairly, sifted, in order to make the enquiry 
utterly fair and impartiiil on both sides, to 
I'otli the court and policu magistrate. Ho 
thought it wise to have ;lu; ilrposition i, 
which ho had never yet sii n, liron'^'ln he 
fore him, to assist, if po .^iliie, in 

■ cotuitig to a just conclusion iji this ease. 
That wos his only reason for mejitiouing 
anything about llie pajicr at all. "The 
pnint is this, ' ciiitiniu'il Ifis Lordshi]), 
",','ifi'. il ia il \\i-e tlii'ig for news|):ipers, imd 
1 Ci'iJ.iinly think that'll uuuld a great 
ileal Ic-s enihariM.-'si.ig tn [he judge in his 
otiiri.il p;)silii)n, if all i;nnimi'iits on a ensj 
wore ir.-crvi'il unlil ultcr a ciisc is over, r.\- 
cep!, o! course, tlio:e I liiit would ualurilly 
ocMir, without pu jiidice to the pi o jcusliugs

Hut. Mr. Altiuiic-y, you must rememher 
that it is the must natural thing in the 
Avorld, if a m wsij iper is att ielusl.

1 may ?uy lliat I have no jirejn- 
dice in this main r one way or the other, 
nor do I intend to have any. 1 can coii- 
Kcientiously say, and promise, that 1 uni 
utterly without the slightest prejudice in 
this case. Had 1 any prejudice, it would 
loan toward UU ollicer of this court, natu- 
rally; but I onu assure ymi that I have i.b- 
solutely none. 

Mr. Davie: I was not talking about com- 
ments. I was merely calling your Lord- 
ship's nttontinn to the distorted report. 
Jlis Lordship: Lot rbit bo enough. One 



thing I would like to say is this : That I 
would like lo keep iu view of the public, 
whatever the end of this empiiry may Iw, a 
fact that I think tlicro is occasion to advo- 
cate and explain in a clear, concise maiiuer 
— That pei-bons engaged iu judicial positions 
shall not assume that position, or enter foi 
the oake of gain anywhere where their duty 
to I ho public and their ])«.i>(iiial interests 
ennllict. That is, in a nutshell, the iirinci- 
ple on which this enquiry rests. Il is a 
[.rineiple lluil 1 am sati;-lied has not been so 
generally known or circulated among the 
public as desirable, and, whatever thciesult 
of this investigalioii is, il will he liound to 
do pood, as it will .show clearly how such a 
position should be delined, and bring laifore 
ill" pcopli', ill an niien iiiiiiiiier, jn'd whi'.t 
their real status on the subjei;l should be. 

iMr. Davio then again claimed that the 
Colonist re|iort of tho proceedings v,-as a 
eoncoeled distortion, on which Mr. Taylor 
rejilied: 

Where the dislorlion comes in I don't 
know. I consider it a condensed, accurate 
report. 

Mr. Davie, njiou His Lordship again say- 
ing thiit he bad hoard enough of the matter 
handed in tho policu coni t depositions, and 
proceeded to call his witnesses. 

Francis V. Lee: I ronioniber being called 
on to do some work iu tho AHoruey-tlen- 
erai'a office, I think, iu September last. 
\Ir. Davie met me, one Saturday, and tidd 
me to go over to his ofhco, and Ihul he had 
some work for me to do. When I got to 
tho olBce Mr. Belyea was going in. Tho 
Superintendent of Police had got there some 
minutes before mo. Mr. Davio told mo to 
go into the inner room, and that, when ho 
camo in w ith the Chief of Police and Mr. 
I'.elyca, to take a verbatim report of 
what passed. As soon us everyliody was in 
the room, .Mr. Davie began reading over 
some depositions. After ha had finislU;d, 
.Mr. lielyea began to reply, and soon I 
fouml he was talking too fast for me to 
follow him. I handeil a nolo to this ell'ect 
over lo Mr. Davie. When the conversation 
was concluded, Mr. Davio hainlud me a 
draught copy of the proceedings, and a copy 
of the atlidavii of May. He told nie to go 
lo his town otliee and make typewriter 
copies of tho atlidavil he handed me. I 
identify this report produced as an exact 
copy. I was writing at a Ibvt titble to the 
right of Mr. Davie's desk. I saw Mr. 
l>elyca during the whole of the proceodiogs, 
and I think ho saw me. I was not con- 
cealed in any way. 

By Mr. Taylor: Tho balance of my state- 
ments arc just as true as the one I made 
about the flat desk. I have never been in 
ilr. Davie's employment cccept on tho 
occasion I speak of. I have been in and out 
of Mr. Davie's offiee. When I went over to 
the Attorney-General's ollico I found Mr. 
Davie and Muy there. I went in just im- 
mediately before Mr. Belyea. I saw no al- 
teration made to May's aflidavit before Mr. 
Belyea came in. I loft tho place just after 
tho Police Magistrate and passed him in the 
grounds of iho Government buildings, with 
Mr. Davie's manuscript in my hai^d;-,' 1 wos 
desired by Mr. Davie to take a ver.l>atim ro- 
ller t of the proceedings. Whenjtolay's de- 
positions were read Mr. Bolyetiwtl'fted in 
to reply. Mr. Davie made the/nirst I'obser- 
vatiou. It was before be read' tho-''flep"osi- 
tions. I look notes of what Mr. Davie 
said, but have not got them now; as the re- 
port was incomplete I destroyed them. It 
was not only Mr. lielyea, in particular, that 
I had to report. Keforu tho meeting was 
concluded I heard Mr. Davie tell Mr. ISel- 
yea that he would lot him have a copy of 
May's allidavit. I don't know what the 
other conversation was. They wore talk- 
ing for some minutes. Don't know what 
tliot/'hicfof Police said. I remember that 
May's atlidavil ^va3 read. I recollect some 
of contents of document. I will swear that 
the document was handed to mo by Mr. 
l)a,vie. The document never loft my sight. 
Mr. Davie was sitting right in front of me 
during the proceedings. His was a roll l p 
desk. I will swear that all three of lliem, 
Mr. Davio, Mr. I'elyea, and May were sit- 
ting in front of mo. I don't recollect what 
.Sheppard or Mt. Davio said very accurately. 
I heard the document read over to May. He 
nodded twice iu uci|uiescence. Didn't hear 
him say anything. I live in Portland. Was 
sent for to come here by my uncle. Paid 
my own expenses, I was telegraphed for. 
The message told me that I was wanted to 
give evidence in an important case. When 
I got here I was sent to Mr. Davio, who 
told me that I was wanted to prove 
the accuracy of a document I bud 
copied. I have not seen the original 
draft since the time I made the copy. 
I will swear that the document I 
ii.iiided to Mr. Davie on the Saturday after- 
noon was a faithful copy of tho document 
he handed me earlier in the day. If this 
copy is "'hat I wrote it is an accurate copy 
of v. lial .Mr. Davie gave nie. I won't swear 
that this doinimeut is wlial 1 copied. It 
has every appearance of being the same. 

Re-e.\runined by .Mr. Davie: No altei'alion 
was made in the documeiil after il had bi;cn 
read over to Mr. Mulyca.

Future Use of the DouRlas-Norlliern 
Mails— Exploratory Surveys 
of Coast Waters.. 



The longest and buBiesfc tneetinp; that the 
Council of the B.C. Board of Trade have 
ever hold wns that of yesterday morning. 
Mr. T. 1!. Hull presided, and present were 
Messrs. George Jiyrnes, 1), R. Ker, Joshua 
Davics, A. B. Gray, \V. F. Bullen, Rohort 
Ward, C. K. Ronouf, E. A. McQuadc, and 
Thomaa Earle. The few absentees— most 
of them, at least— 'out of town. 

Mr. Robert Ward, as chairman of the 
Standing Comniitteo on Fisheries reported 
verbally upon certain letters referred to his 
coiiiniittee, in referencu to the development 
of the cod and otiier lislieries of i!.C. 
After listening to Mr. Ward'a explaimtion, 
the (Council decided to ucUnowledge Mr. 
Width's coMiiniuiicatiou, and inform hini 
that all inforinatioM in tlio possesaion of the 
Board was coiitiiiiiud in the amuiul report, 
at tiio sarnu time advising liim tliat, until 
more available markets are obtained for tlie 
food lish of British Columbia, no extensive 
development of the fishing industry can be 
looked for. 

Continuing the discussion of matters 
mnrilimo introduced by Mr. Width, Mr. 
Ward directed attention to the lack of ex- 
ploratory surveys of the waters of British 
Columbia. Private enterprise alone lias as 
yet moved in this direction. As rumor had 
it tliat the atcamer Sir James Douglas would 
be oilerod for sale, when replaced by the 
Quadra, Mr. Ward suggested that represen- 
.f 'ltttiouH be made to the IJoininiou Uovern- 
,> ..ment to retain the Douglas and commission 
\,hev for survey work and as a revenue 
'cutter. 

Mr. George Byrnes expressed himself of 
the opinion that the Douglas could no longer 
be considered seaworthy. He also corrected 
the previous speaker on one point — the 
I^Pathtinder was for a, time employed in ex- 
ploratory survey work, abandoned because 
no market could be obtained for the new tish 
sought. 

Mr. Bullen thought that the expense 
would' be too groat if the Douglas was put 
- into tile 'service suggested; he considered 
' her seaworthy enough, however. 

Mr. -Earle did not think the Sir James 
Douglas woald fill the bill. This subject 
was before the House during last session, 
and he thought it most probable that, the 
Government would commission a boat 
better adapted to the work, and one more 
cheaply handled, - 

The discussiou of fish and Hahcrics was 
continued for some time, the present 
method of packing being dwelt upon at 
length. Various theories were advanced as 
to tlie suitability of the ordinary package 
for the market, and it was pointed out how 
the fish of the province were found to bo 
difficult to properly cure — in consequence of 
their unusual richness in oil. 

A resolution introduced by Mr. Ward, 
and seconded by Mr. Davies, terminated 
the debate. It was "that the representatives 
of Victoria, in the House of Commons, he 
urged to call the attention of the JIarine 
and Fisheries Department to tlie fact that 
an exploratory survey of the deep sea 
fisheries on the north-west coast of British 
Columbia has not yet been carried out, and 
that the dupartment be urged to take im- 
mediate slips toward undertaking this im 
portant work; and that the different boards 
of trade in tlio province be urged to support 
this resoiution." 

There was no opposition to the motion, 
' which was accordingly declared carried. 
Messrs. Ward and Bullen tlieu moved, 
"That the attention of the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries be directed to the fact 
that the steame r Sir Jame.s Douglas will h 
shortly uvailablo, and tliat this I5oard sug- 
gest that tlie aleamer bo put in condition 
for making exploratory surveys of the deep 
aea fishing grounds, and also for employ- 
ment in the revenue service." 
. Thisj too, was adopted. 
' Mr.' Byrne's called attention to the fact 
that seamen wrecked on the coast of this 
• province are at present entirely dependent 
on the friendship Jin'd hospitality of the In 
' dians,- who, too often, try to turn the miS' 
fortune of > the shipwrecked ones to their 
own gatii; To remedy this undesirable 
state uf affairs, he moved that the steamer 
Quadra, when not otherwise, . employed, 
snould, in the event of wrecks beiog re- 
ported along the coast, be sent to the 
assistance of the distressed crows. During 
past years, the mover of the resolution ex- 
plained, many crews had suffered hardships 
and privation in consequence of no Govern- 
ment steamer being available in <^seB of 
urgent distress. 
.No opposition was offered to this resolu- 
^tion, which passed unanimously. 

The mail service to and from Northern 
ports next claiming attention, it was stated 
that the secretary of tlio Board had already 
written Mr. Earle, requesting him to urge 
on the Government the necessity of increas- 
ing the subsidy for continuing and improv- 
ing the mail service referred to. 

Mr. Earle said that, before making any 
report to the (lovernnient, he would like 
fuller information as to what was conaid- 
ercd necessary— the points of call, fre- 
quency of service, etc. , — to enable hini to 
present the matter intelligently. 

The question was referred to the standing 
Committee on lliu bors and Navigation to 
investigate aiidreport within one week. 

Mr. Bullen, for the Committee on Manu- 
factures, reported on certain - letters from 
Wm. Scott, North-west Provinces of India, 
referred to bis committee, and which dealt 
with the desirability of establishing a, beet- 
root sugar refinery, with distillery 
in connection with it, in this province. The 
opinion of the Committee ■m.a that the one 
refinery already in existence was capable of 
. .meeting the present demands, and for infor- 
mation in regard to the distillery, Mr. 
Scott was referred to the statistics of the 
import spirit trade forwarded him by the 
Secretary of the Board. 

Mr. Earle reported that in response to a 
request telegraphed by him and his col- 
league, Mr. Prior, tlio Minister of Marino, 
had appointed Cajitains Lewis and Gaudin 
to hold an olliciul enquiry into the loss of 
the Siin P('dro. He also notified the Board 
that the (lovernnient on the seventh of 
September last, appointed Major Dupont 
and Mr. C. (J. Major to act in conjunction 
with the fisheries inspector Mr. \Viliiiot, 
in enquiring into the subject of the fisher- 
ies and fishery regulations of British Colum- 
bia. Both gentlemen nunied declined to 
aet, but did not notify the minister to that 
effect. Mr. Earle then suggeHtcd that Mr. 
Higgiiia tukc the place of Sir. Uupoiit, Init 
Mr. Corhoiild, who was acting with the 
Victoria member, could find no one to re- 
place Mr. Major until the middle of De- 
■'cember, when lie prevailed upon Mr. W. J. 
Armstrong to act. 'J'ho names of Messrs. 
Higgins and Armstrong were at once for- 
warded, and Mr. Earle doubted not that

A BY-LAW 

To RoRulate the Election of the Mayor 
and Aldf rmen of the Oity of Victoria, 
for the year 1892. 

WHEREAS it is provided by law that the 
nomination for Mayor and Aldermen shall 
bo held on the second Monday in January of 
each year from 12 in. to 2 p.m., and the polling, 
if any, on the Thursday following from 8 a.m. 
to 1 p.m., and It is further provided that the 
Council shall in tbe mb'nth df December in each 
year appoint a returning offlcor, and shall also 
name the polling place and othorwiso arrange 
for the holding of the coming election, and it is 
further provided that tlio polling, if any, at . 
such election (ball bo had and taken at such 
place or places as the Council slinll by by-lavr 
appoint, therefor ; 

BE IT ENACTED by the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria as follows; ; ' ; 

1. The nomlnitloD of candidate* '-for the re- 
spective ofnccs of Mayor and Aldormen pt the 
City of Victoria shall take place' at the City 
Hall in tlie aforesaid city oil. Utondl^i. the- Uth 
day of January, 18U2. 

2. In cof a poll shall bo demanded nt the 
election of Mayor the vote of the electors 
thereon shall bo taken by ballot at the City- 
Hall aforoB^d. on Thursday, the 14th day or 
January aforesaid. 

3. In case a poll shall bo demanded at the 
o'eclion of Aldermen for any ward the vote of 
the electors thereon shall bo taken by ballot on 
I lio day aforesaid at the respective places fol- 
lowing, that is to say : 

For Johnson Streetward at the City Hall, 
aforesaid; for Yntos Street Ward at Bumos- 
Building, Bastion Square, and for James Bay 
Ward at Stnroy'a Building, nortliwest corner 
of doyeni'ment; street and Broughton strceta- 
in the said oity. 

I. The provi.slons of tho "Election Hy-Law,"' 
No. 30, passed in tho year 1SS8, and tho 
Bclicdules thereto, in so tar as applicable and 
not inconBlstent with this by-law and "Tho 
Municipal Act," shall be road with and form 
part of this by-law. 

6. William King Bull is hereby appointed 
tho Returning OOlcer at the said clod ions.

It is not likely 
that, purist as he is, the Altorncy Ocneial 
has any objection, particularly, when pro- 
teettd by liis privilege, to resort to that 
aafe funn of lyiny, Nvliieh eonsibts in cun- 
ningly suggesting what he dure not assert 
openly aud directly. Well, this time the 
Attorney-General's lie Euggestive is a lie 
..^idiotic, for if he had tho disccrn- 
Blent which a man in bis position 
«ught to have ho would have seen that tho 
report, whatever inaccuracies it contained, 
was not " cooked " or " written up to order" 
or even falsified and garbled by some nicd- 
dlesomo and imwolconio intruder. An ex- 
perienced man, and one skilful iu inter- 
preting documents and iu discerning peculi- 
arities of style, couUI easily distinguish be- 
tween the coarse and clumsy blunders of an 
inexperienced reporter and tho ingenious 
manipulation-of u skilled falsifier.

HAD POLICY. 

We are not a little surprised to funl tliiit 
hotel keepers aud proprietors of liquor sa- 
loons are disposed to resist tho Sunday 
closing clause of tho Act respecting the 
sale of fermenteh and spirituous liquors 
passed at the last; session of the local Legia- 
liture. Tho objection to tho onnctmeut of 
a municipal law to keep places where 
liquor is sold closed on Sunday was that it 
would 1)0 uuf iir to close such places iu this 
city on that day while those it tho suburbs 
were allowed by the Province to remain 
open. It was represented if tho hotels and 
salnons in the outskirts of the city were 
closed on Sunduy the lii|Uor sellers within 
tho bounds cjf the C'orporation would only 
be too well pleased to close their bur.s. lint 
now that tho Provincial law has been 
passed and put in force, some of the liquor 
sellers ore trying to evade it. Wo believe 
that the attempt to resist tho law 
will bo unsuccesbful, and it is right 
that it should be ; for if one hotel 
ia able to keep its bar open on 
Sunday a'll hotels will keep them open. 
It will be a mere mockery to take 
for granted that all who writ^ their 
names on the hotel register on that day are 
bona fide travellers. Selling to registered 
guests only would soon become tliu most 
transparent of ahauis, and tho hotel bars 
would be virtually open to the whol 
public ; and if the hotel bars are permitted 
to remain open it will be impossible, us it 
would he hardly fair, to enforce tho law 
rigidly against the saloons. 

It ia, wc arc quite satisQcd, to the inter- 
est of all respectable hotel keepers to have 
their bara closed on Sunday. Liquor selling 
on the Lord's Day is a scandal to a largo 
proportion of the travelling public, and they 
\vill not, unless compelled' to, pratouizo a 
hotel in which the bar is kept open on that 
day. These people want to live in what 
they consider a respeetablo house, but a 
house in -which liquor i.^ sold on Sunday is 
not, in their opinion, respectable. On tho 
contrary the coming and going of people for 
no other purpose than to .get drinks they 
regard as disreputable', and they will not 
stay iu a hotel whore it is going on if they can 
help it. Whatever adds to the respectabil- 
ity of a hotel makes it more acceptable 
to the public genernlly, and will increase its 
chances of success. Besides, the '- owners of 
bars and their employes need one day of 
rest and quiet in tho week, as well as their 
neighbors, and one would think that they 
would gladly welcome a law which made 
the clo.iing of li(iHor bars general. If, in- 
stead of resisting the Sunday closing section 
of tho law, tho vintners combined to have it 
rigidly enforced.'they would, we think, bo 
acting much tho wiser part. By taking this 
course tliey would do much to raise , their 
Inisiueas in tho public esteem, and greatly 
dccrcaac tho number and the zeal of their 
cnemie.s. Cheerful obedience to the law is, 
wo are satisfied, much tho best policy for 
liquor sellers to pursue.

Ho ia not a brilliant man, but 
he is safe and sensible. lie, perhaps, owed 
his po.sition iu the f/.beral party to his 
birlh, but ho maintained and advanced it 
by his Htcadfastuc.ss to priuciplo and to his 
solid, sound, good sense. , There never was 
any pretension about him. ^ He was not in 
the least boniptions. '■ This may have been 
because hia position waa as.'bnred and tlmt 
from ihovcM-y lir.st anything he said was ac- 
coriled its duo weight by hia political ug- 
sociatea. Lord Ilurtington has nlwoys been 
highly esteemed in political circles. He hUB 
been respected, but it can hardly be said 
that ho has been popular. When ho joined 
t!ic Tories, ho had not far to go. In these 
days it reiiuires a uiicroscnpe to distinguish 
between a moderate Whig and a liberal 
Lord Hartington waa at 
home among tho Tories, and ho conse- 
quently got along very well with them.

Mr. Chamberlain, "Jpe Chamberlain," 
as he usod to be familiarly called by the 
electors, is a very difl'erent man from Lord 
Hartington. In the first place, ho has always 
been a Iladieal, and it is on account 
of tho iiitonsity of his Hadiealiainthatho be- 
came a member of Pailiament. It does not 
appear that he has changed his political 
views in the least, but he has benonio quite 
a favorite with Tories and aristocrats. He 
is a man of much more ability than Lord 
Hartington, and is, wo should say, a good 
deal more magnetic. It waa at one lime be- 
lieved that ho would he Mr. Gladstone's 
successor, but the breich between him and 
his old leader has become very wide, and it

Guy de Maupassant, the well-known 
French author, who has been afllicted with 
nervous disorders, duo to overwork, re- 
cently attempted suicide. He will be 
placed in an asylum. 

' Sportsmen in Northern Pennsylvania are 

surprised by the recent appearance of . ani- 
mals supposed to have become extifiOb there 
fifty years ago. Among the animals are the 
silver gray fox, the black fox and the wolf. 

The railroad track laid during the year in 
the U. S. amounts to only 4,10S miles, 
against 5,73!) miles last *.year, and 12,878 
miles in 1887. lint twice in the past ten 
years has the mileau'o added been less. 
There are now about 171,000 miles of rail- 
road in operation in the United States. 

Herr Mullock, the pastor of Goldenstedt, 
Oldenburg, who recently absconded with 
about 00,000 marks, after embezzling 
hundreds of thousands of marks belonging 
. to uonfldiiig relatives and friends, has been 
.arrested at Bremen, to which city ho had 
escaped in the disguise of a cattle dealer. 

It is reported that tho flour recently 
bought by the Russian municipal authori- 
ties, which was found to bo adulterated and 
totally unfit for use, was originally intended 
for export, and if it had not been for the 
<lecree prohibiting the export of Hour the 
fraud may never have lieen discovered. 

A private letter from Samoa says: King 
'Malietqa- has been very patient with tho 
rebels, but fiis patience is almost exhausted. 
He has promised to wait until the next mail 
from Sau Francisco before beginuing active 
hostilities against Mutaafa, iu tho hope of 
hearing that iu the new president's council 
an American or an Englishman has been ap- 
pointed to succeed the German, Baron Von 
Pilsach. 

An unknown disease has become epidemic 
among the horses at Swank Prairio, Wash- 
ington, and some very valuable animals 
have died v/ithin the past 48 hours. The 
disease is hard to combat, as nothlnt; like 
it has ever appeared among the horses be- 
fore. Tho horses swell to an enormous size 
immediately after death. Tho suddenness 
of the disease und the rapidity of the deaths 
have completely nonplussed farmers and 
horsemsn. 

Among tho many reminiscences of the 
ex-Empress Eugenie, it is said that one 
morning, at breakfast, a general related to 
the Emperor the misfortunes of a brother 
olBcer, who, "because ho had not 15,000 
francs, niast be dishonored." While the 
Emperor questioned further particulars of 
t'le story, the«£mpre8s flew to her room, 
aud, returning with a package of bank 
notes, said: "Take them, general, and 
never tell me his name." 

The Boston Merchants' Association is to 
givo reciprocity a boom at their annual din- 
ner on Thuraduy evening. Secretary IJlaine 
was to have been the chief gueat, but he de- 
cided that it would bo iinpossihlu for him to 
go. The Merchants' .Association is to have 
Scnor Montt, thu Chilian minister. Mr. 
151 lino will send a letter, in which ho will 
give his views upon reciprocity. The pres- 
ence of Scnor Montt will be notable, us it ia 
bis first public appearance upon an occasion 
of this kind. 

It is announced that a revolution in Hour- 
making, as great as the introduction of the 
roller press some years dgo, is to occur in 
St. Paul in tho next two months. It ia the 
substitution of electricity for water or 
Btcatn in tho running of an inimonae mill to 
be erected on the site of thu St. Paul roller 
mill, burned two yaara_ ago. Tlie plan is 
that of Kingaland Smith, who introduced 
tho roller process of wheat-crushing twelve 
years ago, and who is u practical miller of 
many years', experienoe. 
' Indian ruuners from' Walker Lake, Nov., 
siy that the Indian Messiah is seuding 
runners to all the tribes in the West tellbg 



them to prepare for a great struggle. In a 
short time ho will send word for the Indians 
to meet at a rendezvous to bo" hereafter 
appointed, and the fact of a heaven with 
rdd skiea will bo manifested. XjTheVltfcssiah 
says that (iod is a redmani' afid^that he 
often appears and says that thellrididils will 
rule the land, and that the baffalo will 
again scour thu plains. The Messiah is 
against ghost dancing until tho time of the 
great meeting. 

Kmilo Louis Victoiro de Lavolaye, who 
died at Liego, Belgium, on Sunday, was one 
of the greatest writers on political economy. 
Ho was horn in Bruges, April 5, 182'2. Since 
1848 he has devoted hiniaelf to politics and 
economics. He lias sat in tho Belgian par- 
liament, became in ISli t professor of politi- 
cal economy at the University of Liege, and 
ia a me:nber of many learned societies. Ho 
has taken special interest in tho founding of 
the Congo Free State and in other African 
matters. In politics lie waa a model atu lib- 
eral, with a leaning toward sooialiam. He 
was a moderate protectionist, a clear writer 
and a deep thinker. 

MABLBOaOUGH'S RKVENGE. 

lie Favorably Oonttasts the American Women 
with Those of Great Britain. • 

LosDOX, Jan. 4. — The Duke of Marl- 
borough takes his rovengo on thoao British 
people who have been unkind to his Ameri- 
can Duchesa, with an article in a review, 
publiahed to-day, which compares the con- 
ditions of life in England and in America, 
particularly dealing with the position of 
the aristocracy in America as compared 
with tlie titular aristocracy of ICiigland. 
" A nlCnglish duke,'' writes his lordship, 
" may be toadied to by a tew costermon- 
geru or local clcrgynieii, but Llie American 
millionaire holda a species pf court in Wall 
street or on tlie Chicago exchange, and his 
orders are to be feared. " \\'riting of the 
continual scramble of American girls for 
titled Britishers, the Duko says that trans- 
atlantic belles will for a long time hanker 
after tho glories of British institutions, 
with their lordly mansions, broad estates 
and emblazoned coats of arms, 

Marlborough covers pages with his opin- 
ions on American commerce, American rail- 
ways, American homes and American clubs. 
Here is what he says about American 
women : " The American 'woman is per- 
haps the most different thing in America to 
anything in England. She has a national 
fjuickness for appreciating the characters of 
men around her. She takes infinitely more 
trouble, and in some respects manifests 
greater interest all around, than the English 
women display. Child-bearing does not 
seem to crush everything else out of them as 
it does with all classes in England. A 
bright, cheery girl remains a gay and care- 
fully-dressed married woman, who is always 
trying to show Imrself off quietly, but to the 
best advantage (and she understanda tho art 
perfectly) among all classes of people. The 
tendency to nagging, gossip-mongering of 
an ill-natured character is rarer in that 
country than in Kngland.

Island Deer Bntblessly Killed by Ualnland 
Indians. 

To THE Editor:— It may interest some 
of your readers who are interested in the 
preservation of game on this island, to 
Know that about two vi^nka ago a band of 
Indians from the Secfaelle tribe, on tho 
Mainland,^canie over on'd coininencpd.a war 
of extermination on tho deer in tho Niinnose 
bay and Englishman's river districts. Dur- 
ing their stay here they must liavo slaught- 
ered some two hundred deer, faking away 
the hides and hind quarters and leiiviuL' the 
rest of tho carcasses' in tho woods. 'l'he.'<o 
simo Indians won'd have continued their 
murilornns work Iiad tboy nfit been nrdereil 
off by the Cluef of the Nanonso Bay Indians, 
who, hiiving counted over ono hundrcil car- 
cas"ca lying in tlie wonds, minus liides and 
liimi (|uarti rs, tlmught it about lime to in- 
terfere in behalf of his triiio against t^ueh 
wholesale poaching. It eceiin to me that 
tho gnveriunent should adopt some more 
siriiigest ineatiures for the protection of 
g line t ban lit present are in force, as it ia 
onlv two years ago that thirteen elk, all of 
ihein cows, were shot down by a party, 
when there was deep snow, between N'inooso 
bay and Knglishtnin's river. At this rale 
it will not be long beforo iramo will become 
priictioally extinct in this neigliluirliood, 
and this will bo IIS greatly dep'nn d by the 
actual settlers, who depend on venison for 
their meat, as by your correspondent.
